Another Grand Champion 


East St. Louis Honors go to Another Dodd 


Through the courtesy of Secretary H. A. 
Powell, who by the way is also traffic man- 
ager for the St. Louis Live Stock Exchange, 
the Journal is able today to present on its 
cover page two pictures that mean much to- 
ward the advancement of the Aberdeen-An- 
gus breed. The one shows one of the best 
rings of Aberdeen-Angus baby beeves ever 
assembled for an inter-breed contest and the 
other the final winner over all comers at the 
1931 Exchange show and sale held at the 
East St. Louis yards December 10th and 
11th, where Miss Dorothy F. Henry’s en- 
try, Midnight, was selected from the 455 eti- 
tries as the champion of them all. 

On Wednesday, December 9th, all the cat- 
tle of the three beef breeds entered in the 
show, consisting of 455 head from Missouri, 
Illinois, Iowa, Kansas, Nebraska and Okla- 
homa, were placed in a ring and five judges 
representing as many packing houses went 
over the entire lot picking out 275 of the 
best which number constituted the sale lim- 
it. After this elimination 110 Aberdeen-An- 
gus remained in the show proper. This was 
the best and largest Aberdeen-Angus ring 
ever seen on the St. Louis market and mem- 
bers of the Exchange are strongly of the 
opinion that there was no better ring as- 
sembled anywhere this season. 

The grand championship of the show was 
awarded to Miss Henry’s Aberdeen-Angus 
calf, Midnight, which sold to Chas. Pershall, 
President of the Tri-City Grocery Company, 
Granite City, Illinois, at $2.25 per pound. 
The calf weighed 790 pounds. Including the 
Exchange and the Aberdeen-Angus Breed- 
ers’ Association prize money the calf realiz- 
ed nearly $2,000.00. Under the Exchange 
show_ rules one-half of the price received 
for the Grand Champion and 15% of the 
price received for the Reserve Grand Cham- 
pion is set aside and the total distributed 
among the remaining prize winners and the 
non-prize winners. 

The entire 275 head of show cattie made 
a grand average of $13.71 per cwt. The 45 
prize winners, fifteen of each of the three 
breeds, made an average of $21.20 per cwt. 
The calves that were eliminated from the 
show sold in group lots at an average of 
$9.68 per cwt. which is recognized as a most 
impressive showing in view of the depress- 
ed condition of the beef market. After elim- 
inating the first prize winners in each 
breed, and beginning with the second prize 
winners it is discovered that the fourteen 
remaining Aberdeen-Angus averaged $15.86 
per cwt., the Herefords $14.12, the Short- 
horns $13.16. Here again the Aberdeen- 
Angus scored a pronounced victory—$1.74 
per hundred over the nearest competitor 
and $2.70 per hundred over the second near- 
est competitor. 

The show was held on the 10th and the 
sale on the 11th. Col. P. M. Gross, of Kan- 
sas City, did the selling in his usual ef- 
ficient manner. A more perfect setting for 
the all-important sale could not have been 
had. The balmy weather was more sug- 
gestive of spring than mid-December and 
the calves fat and sleek were in perfect con- 
dition. 

Miss Dorothy Henry, owner of the Aber- 
deen-Angus, was a gracious winner and 
young Sarah Ann Tolan, the Farmingdale, 
Ill., Miss, who had the second best Aber- 


deen-Angus was the first to congratulate 
her successful rival. Sarah Ann, like Dor- 
othy, has won notable honors in calf club 
work and in her second prize calf had one 
of the best finished and best covered ani- 
mals ever led out at an Exchange Show. 

This is Miss Henry’s final year of calf 
club work. She is a senior at the Eastern 
Illinois State Teachers’ College at Charles- 
ton and will take up teaching as a career. 
Her calf, Midnight, won second place in the 
open class at the International show at Chi- 
cago recently. 

Winning of the championships carries 
with it a moral lesson for the boys and girls 
who have exhibited calves at this year’s 
show. : 

Miss Henry has for nine years been com- 
peting in calf club shows. She says the 
thing that she has learned from her exper- 
ience exhibiting at these various shows has 
been that it is necessary to have a calf of 
good breeding, one that has been well de- 
veloped, to win coveted honors. Her record 
at the Live Stock Exchange Show began 
with the winning of reserve championship 
on a Shorthorn steer that she showed at the 
1928 exhibition. In 1929 her calves stood 
first and third at the Coles county fair and 
were just inside of the money at the 1929 
St. Louis show. In 19380 she had the fifth 
prize calf at St. Louis. 

Midnight, her prize-winning calf at this 
year’s show was bred by Casebier Bros., 
Burnt Prairie, Ill., was sired by a bull of 
Armstrong breeding, and was purchased by 
Dorothy when only a few days old. She fed 
a ration of shelled corn, timothy hay, oil- 
meal and some commercial feed. At the II- 
linois State Fair club show Midnight, with- 
out a high degree of finish, stood seven- 
teenth.

Pioneer Ranchman and His Alberdeen-Apmal 


On the bank of the Snake river in the 
heart of the sandhills in Cherry county, Ne- 
braska, is the modest ranch home of E. R. 
Barnes, pioneer cattleman of Western Ne- 
braska. 


In the early nineties he came from Iowa 
with his family in search of a home. The 
grassland, and water and available timber 
of his present location appealed to him and 
a homestead was taken to which from time 
to time there has been added until the ranch 
now contains more than 11,000 acres. His 
first venture into the live stock business 
was disastrous. Soon after becoming estab- 
lished he purchased a herd of cattle com- 
monly known as dogies. After keeping them 
a year he closed them out and when the ac- 
count was balanced it took all of his native 
cattle and one horse to square the account. 


In 1894 Mr. Barnes’ father brought a 


number of registered Aberdeen-Angus bulls 
to Cherry county, two of which he traded 
to his son for a team of horses. Using 
these on his small herd, a foundation was 
laid which as the years have gone by has 
been improved. 

Mr. Barnes’ family consists of himself 
and wife, two sons, Elmer and Howard, both 
engaged in raising Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
and a daughter, Mrs. Joseph Andrews, who 
with her husband live on the home ranch, 
and have charge of Mr. Barnes’ herd, which 
numbers at this time about 600 head, being 
te cows and yearling heifers and some 
calves. 


It was our good fortune to see this herd 
on the range in November and while they 
are entirely surrounded by Herefords we did 
not see one animal which showed any mx 
breeding. The cattle are of good size, Vey

Chicago Carlot Championship 


According to the December 15th issue of the Hereford Journal 
the 1931 International grand champion carlot, which happened to 
be Herefords for the first time in thirteen tries, made its winning 
out of a clear blue sky. No one, not even Dan Casement, ever 
dreamed that an lowa farmer could feed a load of Whitefaces to 
such an honor, not even the owner and feeder himself anticipated 
such athing! Just as if you rascals forgot that load of babies, that 
bid so hard at the last National Western Stock Show at Denver for 
top honors, when they passed the auction block and were sent to 
Iowa. We know some people who do not feed Whitefaces who 
knew where they were and just about how they were getting on. 
We agree with the Hereford Journal when it says Mr. Moeller did 
a fine piece of work considering that he had to make the final se- 
lection out of a single load of calves to start with.

This 
affords an opportunity to illustrate to Mr. 
Casement why it is possible for carlots of 
Aberdeen-Angus steers to be assembled ap- 
parently at random and still finish out so 
they look like peas in a pod. A great lot of 
attention has been given to the sire lines in 
the Aberdeen-Angus breeding business al- 
most since the breed came to this country. 
As a result we have that evenness and that 
uniformity so much envied by other breed 
supporters. 

If we are to stand solidly, even now, up- 
on this splendid foundation the gentlemen 
who direct the tieing of the ribbons at our 
expositions must from now on pay strict 
attention to their business, they must judge 
cattle, not men. They must formulate a 
reasonable conception of breed type and 
breed character and see to it that the ani- 
mal conforming nearest to the ideal shall 
head his class. Off type winners are mis- 
leading and tend to tear down at a rapid 
rate the work of years and years of the 
splendid men who stuck tenaciously for 
these ideals. This suggestion applies to all 
beef breeds alike. Year in and year out it 
is safe to say that Aberdeen-Angus judges 
stick more closely to type than do the 
judges of other breeds. 

The Journal is of the opinion that there 
were many near champions in the Interna- 
tional classes whose extended tabulations 
would be just as rich and just as easy to 
look at. However there can be but one hero 
at the great International and Briarcliff 
Thickset was IT for 1931.
